Tammany  fought  Clinton 
and  the  Erie  canal,  supported  Jack- 
son  and  split  on  Van  Huren  who  was 
beaten  by  the  elder  Harrison.  In 
those  days  the  New  York  Evening 
Post,  of  Mugwump  famC,  was  the 
organ  of  the'loco  fneos,  a faction  of 
Tammany  that  carried  matches  and 
candles  into  their  hall  apnticipatin,- 
that  their  rivals  would  turn  off  the 
gas.
